Whom to Believ e? 


NEW PALTZ 
Of all the questions that 
were posed Sunday , there was 
one th a t proba bly best 
summed up the confusion and 
frustration that has marked 
the nuclear energy issue in the 
Mid-Hudson region for the 
past two y ears: 
Who do we believ e? 
According to the Energy Re­ 
search and Dev elopment Au­ 
thority (ERDA), the 2,300 acre 
site in the Town of Lloy d is 
ideally suited for nuclear gen­ 
eration. 
Bey ond 
that, 
its 
spokesmen say atomic power is 
clean, safe, reliable and effi­ 
cient. Do we need it right now? 
No. In the future? Definitely , 
they say . 
On the other hand, knowl­ 
edgeable and intelligent peo­ 
ple are telling us the site may 
be geologically dangerous, that 
water v apor emissions may a l­ 
ter weather conditions and af­ 
fect local crops, that the area’s 
env ironment will be disrupted. 
Are the plants safe*? Nothing 
built by man and operated by 
man, thev respond, 
is 
in­ 
fallible. 
So Who do we believ e? 
“ One’s objectiv ity can be 
blurred,"said 
Dr. Edward 
Aleo at Sunday ’s nuclear 
sy mposium,"when it is im­ 
portant to y our firm what 
y ou find out." 
Aleo’s insinuation is clear: 


those hired by the nuclear 
industry had better reach 
conclusions fav orable to the 
nuclear industry if they want 
to be considered for new pro­ 
jects and new contracts in 
the future. 
Aleo isn’t the first to sug­ 
gest that certain scientists 
hav e been less than objectiv e 
in their inv estigation of the 
Lloy d site. But it is a sugges­ 
tion that is sharply , and 
unanimously , 
disputed 
by 
the consultants who work for 
ERDA. 
Last week, Cloin Robertson, 
ERDA’s program siting man­ 
ager, v irtually bolted from his 
chair when the possibility of 
s u bj e c t i v e a na ly sis a nd 
documentation at the Lloy d 
site was raised by a reporter. 
He angrily denied the sugges­ 
tion and insisted that ERDA 
and its consultants hav e been 
scrupulously fair and accurate 
in its assessments of the Lloy d 
site. 
J oseph A. Foscher of Dames 
and Moore, a firm hired by 
ERDA to conduct studies at 
the Lloy d site, was just as 
emphatic, "The easiest way to 
go out of business is not to be 
professional,” he said, "we 
hav e been hired by both gov ­ 
ernment and industry because 
we re impartial, because we 
hav e an unbiased point of 
v iew. We couldn’t get a job 
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any where if we didn’t con­ 
sistently do the best job we 
could.” 
Robert Bristoll of Saratoga 
Associates 
added, 
“ A 
pro­ 
fessional without credibility is 
nothing . . . if we lose our ob­ 
jectiv ity , we lose our liv e­ 
lihood.” 
Since there is certainly no 
ev idence to prov e that ERDA’s 
consultants were any thing less 
than honest in their ev aluation 
of the Lloy d site, the decision 
on who to believ e can t be so 
easily resolv ed. As one speaker 
pointed out Sunday , "scien­ 
tists hav e differences of opin­ 
ion, just like any one else." 
It can’t be argued that there 
aren’t serious differences of 
opinion 
concerning 
nuclear 
energy . For those who don't 
want any thing to do with nu­ 
clear dev elopment in Ulster 
County , it’s enough that there 
ex ists a reasonable doubt. If 
that’s all it takes to a free a 
man accused of murder, they 
say , certainly it’s sufficient to 
warrant more study , more re­ 
search. 
"There can be no margin for 
error," said Rep. Hamilton 
Fish J r., one of the more out­ 
spoken adv ocates of a fiv e-y ear 
nationwide moratorium. To ig­ 
nore that threat of error, Fish 
added, could cause "the ir­ 
rev ersible poisoning of our en­ 
tire planet.”

Heading for an auction or 
thrift 
shop? 
While 
you’re 
there, take a second look at 
those old tables, chests, and 
whatever shoved back in odd 
comers — and don’t be overly 
turned off by ugly paint or 
varnish. W hat’s under the sur­ 
face may be a quality piece of 
furniture that will make a fine 
addition to your own home or 
which can be a welcome source 
of extra cash. 
Often the difference between 
junk store dust catcher and 
collector’s item is just one 
simple step: refinishing. If you 
take the time to learn this 
skill, it can be very useful and 
profitable. 
Ma ny refinishing guides 
contain instructions that make 
impossible demands on your 
time and money. A perfect 
high-gloss finish, for instance, 
is difficult to apply and a 
waste of effort. The same goes 
for the 
majority of “ grain 
fillers,” sealers and oil fin­ 
ishes. Here’s a quicker, less 
expensive 
method that 
lets 
beautiful old wood look like 
beautiful old wood. 
What you want to look for in 
secondhand furniture is good 
wood hiding under layers of 
badly applied paint or varnish. 
The more thoroughly its quali­ 
ty is concealed, the more valu­ 
able the piece will be when 
you’re done. Material, con­ 
struction,

pearance of old furniture are 
more important than detail or 
present state. 
Look at undersides, chipped 
places, etc., to find out what 
the wood’s like, and don't be 
fooled by veneers (they peel, 
split and bleed, and pieces so 
covered aren't worth much at 
best unless they’re unusual for 
some reason).

Most old 
wood doesn’t need it, but it 
you do buy such a product, be 
sure it’s compatible with the 
varnish you use. Ask the man 
at the paint store (and be sure 
it is a paint — not a dime or 


hardware — store, if you have 
a choice of dealers). 
The following is a list of 
necessary tools, roughly in or­ 
der of use: 
(1) Goggles ALWAYS wear 
them and long-sleeved work 
clothes. 
(2) 
Cloth gloves, 
leather, 
rubber, and plastic are useless 
against paint strippers. 
(3) Hand cream, to be ap­ 
plied 
before you 
put 
your 
gloves on and after you wash 
up. If you skip this precaution, 
your skin will keep you awake 
at night. 
(4) One large, flat, and dull 
metal scraper (like a pancake 
turner or epatula), and many 
smaller 
homemade 
wooden 
ones. 
(5) A goo bucket to catch all 
the mess, even if you don't 
care about the floor of your 
work area. 
(6) A small wooden brush 
with fine stiff bristles (for use 
with wet stripper). 
(7) A toothbrush (to clean 
dry surfaces only). 
(8) No. 2 and No. 0000 steel 
wool. 
(9) 
Rags 
and 
string, 
for 
cleaning up and improvising 
clamps as needed on glued 
joints. Also a lintless cloth. 
(10) Glue. White glue is easy 
to use, but almost any kind 
will work. 
(11) Screws, etc., as needed. 
(12) 
Other tools? There’s 
just one rule: Don’t buy any­ 
thing expensive unless you’re 
sure you want to go in that 
deep. The most important tool 
of all is the one you’ll need the 
most of: patience. 
Disassemble 
the 
table or 
whatever as much as you can 
by gentle means. If its joints 
and screws are solid, that’s 
fine. Don t maul them trying 
to get them apart. Any fasten­ 
ings that are at all loose should 
be undone. Old glue, etc., can 
then be cleaned out, and the 
parts left separated until the 
refinishing is complete. 
Next comes stripping. First, 
wash an inconspicuous part of 
a piece with soapy water to see 
what comes off. Sometimes 
“ black paint’ turns out to be 
only water stain, and you’re 
home free. (Never wet bare 
wood, though, or you’ll raise 
the grain.) 
No luck with the water treat­ 
ment? Then flow on semi­ 
paste 
stripper, 
heavily 
but 
gently, with a rag swab. Wait 
an 
hour, 
and 
when 
the 
chemical has raised the paint, 
push off the coating (large 
areas first and details later). 
“Push,” not “scrape ” The ob­ 
ject is to remove the paint 
without hurting the wood. 


Stripper left on too long be­ 
comes gummy, and most of it 
should be removed between 
stints of paint scraping. When 
almost all the old finish is

It is only 
because it is genuine hard 
wood that these carvings are 
possible. (Many of those or­ 
nate “ carved effects’’ of the so- 
called Mediterranean style are 
made of molded polystyrene, a 
plastic that is hollow inside — 
and therefore non-repairsble. 
another factor in the piece’s 
longevity.) 


There once was a time when 
g e n u i n e 
c a r v i n g s

today’s 
methods of precision carving 
by machine, which allows for 
the carving of many pieces of 
wood at a time, the price is not 
escalated beyond the means of 
the everyday homemaker. 
Another woman who chose 
hardwood dining furniture for 
her apartment is a confirmed 
city-dweller. “I raised my chil­ 
dren in the city, I built my 
career in the city, and if I ever 
retire, I’ll probably want to 
live next door to the museum 
or the best restaurant in town 
— or both,” she says. “This is 
my home, I want it to be the 
best I can make it.” 
Her dining room is in beau­ 
tiful oak, with leather up­ 
holstered chairs built low to 
the ground. Chairs with high 
backs, she felt, might tend to 
cut off the light and the il­ 
lusion of spaciousness. 
She did opt for high-back 
chairs, though, for a seating 
arrangement not far from the 
dining area. She chose Queen 
Anne chairs with a colorful 
floral printed upholstery and 
exposed hardwood frames. She 
wanted the warmth of hard­ 
wood in an area where people 
relax and get together with 
each other. “ I just don’t see 
how people can feel cozy sur­ 
rounded by glass and chrome,” 
she says. “ It’s so cold.” 
Too, thinking in terms of 
permanence, 
the 
hardwwd 
arm rest is going to be more 
durable than any fabric might 
be. Even where the frame of a 
sofa or chair is covered by 
upholstery, you should check 
to be sure the frame itself is 
hardwood. According to the 
Hardwood Institute, a division 
of 
the 
National 
Hardwood 
Lumber Association, if your 
salesman tells you the frame is 
hickory or gum or some other 
hardwood, you can be sure the 
piece will last you through this 
apartment and into the next 
home 
you 
choose, 
whether 
apartment or house.

The pu blic gu llibility for 
weight-loss gimmicks in dicates 
ihe recu rren t desire to get 
somethin g for n othin g This is 
the basic reason for the 
aston ishin g popu larity of diet 
programs, su ch as Dr. Atkin s'

wan t, or its remarkably similar 
predecessor, “Calories Don ’t 
Cou n t’’. The la tte r led its 
au thor. Dr Herman Taller, in to 
legal difficu lties. 
It's tru e y ou can lose weight 
on man y of these diet fads, bu t 
w eight loss alon e is n ot 
n ecesarily desirable If weight 
loss alon e were the on ly goal, 
y ou cou ld solv e that problem 
with an adv an ced case of tu ber­ 
cu losis, dissemin ated can cer, 
or u n con trolled diabetes. You r 
doctor u n derstan ds v ery well 
how to in du ce weight loss. The 
problem is to in du ce weight loss 
while preserv in g the health of 
the in div idu al. 
The low-carbohy drate, high- 
protein diets are n othin g n ew 
They hav e been recy cled with 
v ariou s m od ification s for 
y ears. Perhaps the first of 
these was the Ban tin g diet u sed 
by William Ban tin g in

diet was prescribed for him by 
Dr. William Harv ey , an d it had 
a startlin g effect in redu cin g his 
corpu len t frame. 
Almost all of these diets work 
becau se they really decrease 
the calorie in take It may be 
tru e, as Dr. Atkin s claims, that

It was Oct. 22, 1962 and he 
was in a blue mood. The 
usher’s office put through a 
telephone 
call 
to 
Traphes 
Bry ant, now 61, and retired, 
then a White House kennel 
keeper. The President ordered 
his 
Welsh 
terrier, 
Charlie, 
brought to his office — pronto. 
“ Boy ," reminisces Bry ant, 
“ 1 knew things were hotter 
than hell. Yeah, the mood in 
the 
President’s 
office 
was 
gloomy . The President looked 
worried. He wanted to pet 
Charlie. The President needed 
the comfort of a lov ing dog 
See, a dog asks for nothing. A 
President 
sees 
kings 
and 
queens and politicians — and 
ev ery one 
wants 
something 
There are no strings attached 
to the affection of a dog." 
Dapper 
Bry ant 
— 
who 
doesn’t own a dog and looks 
like Capt. Kangaroo — is a 
short, rotund man in a plaid 
jacket with snow-white hair 
carefully clipped into wav y 
bangs. He has written his 
memoirs, based on a detail- 
filled diary in a book called 
“ Dog 
Day s 
at 
the 
White 
House." 
T h e 
b ook , 
b ased 
on 
president-watching through 
fiv e adm inistrations from 
Truman to Nix on, is more cat­ 
ty than doggy . 
In it Bry ant rev eals such 
gossipy tidbits as: 
—"J FK liked to swim nude 
and so did some of the girls 
who popped in to v isit him.” 
Bry ant claims he was present 
one night when the President 
went skinny dipping with a 
“ beautiful tall blonde girl.” 
—President Richard Nix on 
and his wife, Pat, “ were v ery 
good friends but had separate 
rooms.” 
—President Harry Truman 
didn’t like dogs but alway s 
kept 
a 
bottle 
of bourbon 
stashed in his bathroom. 
—President Eisenhower had 
no 
qualms 
about 
walking 
across White House parquet 


floors while wearing spiked 
golf shoes 
—President Ly ndon J ohn­ 
son "swore like a trooper" and 
it was "normal’’ for him to 
ex plode, complete with ex - 
pletiv es, with or without pro-, 
v ocation. 
"One day I was 
around when President J ohn- 
son came across a package on 
his desk and asked a secret 
serv ice agent, 'What son of a 
bitch left this package here? " 
say s Bry ant. "Mr. J ohnson 
like colorful language." 
About the diary that led to 
the book: "Well." he smiles, 
“ it started out as sort of a log, 
I simply kept a record of what 
was going on in my ship. I 
noted which dog got what shot, 
which dog had his or her teeth 
cleaned and which dog made 
messes at the wrong time. 
Then 1 added a few little anec­ 
dotes about the people around 
the dogs." 
Bry ant doesn’t disguise 
abundant affection for J ac­ 
queline Kennedy O nassis 
whom he describes as pretty 
and warm-hearted. "Besides," 
he say s, "she alway s treated 
me like a human being. If I 
happened to be any where near 
J ackie when she was entertain­ 
ing v isiting heads of states, she 
alway s called me ov er and 
made a proper introduction," 
Apparently 
the 
Kennedy 
marriage had its rough spots 
and Bry ant was priv y to some. 
"The newspapers would tell 
how J acqueline was off on an­ 
other trip, 
but 
what 
they 
didn’t report was how anx ious 
the President was to see her 
go," he say s. 
More on J acqueline: "She 
really 
enjoy ed 
the 
White 
House dances. She flirted a lot 
with attractiv e men," say s 
Bry ant during an interv iew 
"Of course, any y oung woman 
who had a few drinks would 
hav e acted similarly . But, y ou 
know, she nev er ex pressed sec­ 
ond thoughts the nex t day . 
The Kennedy s were a y oung 
v ibrant couple. They nev er sat 
hack the way the Trumans and 
the Eisenhowers did." 
The dog that really melted 
Ly ndon J ohnson's heart, he 
say s, was a white-furred

Segarim's romantic in­ 
stincts and quaint refusal to 
admit the Camelot day s of 
Beatlesque baroque are long 
gone, are both the Dudes’ 
forte and undoing His clipped 
technique on guitar and in­ 
choate ly rics dominate the 
Dudes’ first American album 
"We're No Angels" (Colum­ 
bia), making Segarini the 
architect of a structure that 
commences to teeter slightly 
after a few listens. 
But Segarini begs the un­

The tru th is no w o u t. Ho o v er’s agents 
fo llo wed the affairs, sex u al and p o litical, 
o f the natio n’s lead ers. The FBI also sp ied 
o n o ther famo u s p erso nalities who had 
co mmitted no crimes. This was an abu se 
o f p o wer that sho u ld be o u tlawed by 
Co ngress. 
MOBIL’S JAWS: In an ad v ertisement 
ap p ro p riately titled “Jaws." Mo bil Oil’s 
bu siness sharks charged we had "jawed 
them by listing the co mp any ’s p ro fits at 
$3.6 billio n. 
Mo bil cau ght u s in a clerical erro r, 
which we are hap p y to co rrect.

“Coaches and athletic direc­ 
tors may get a lot of p u blicity 
abou t how they feel abou t a 
p lay off, bu t it’s the college and 
u niv e rsity p resid ents who 
mak e the decision on how the 
v ote will be on the m atter,” he 
said. 


Fu zak also p redicted dele­ 
gates will ap p rov e c p lan to 
sp lit in two the association’s 
Div ision I for football and will 
mak e changes in ru les regu ­ 
lating the sizes of trav eling 
and home sq u ads. He said he 
ex p ects a p rop osal to base ath­ 
letic scholarship s on financial 
need will be sent back for 
fu rther stu dy . 
In a meeting with rep orters 
Su nday , the NCAA p resident 
emp hasized his p redictions are 
“ mere gu esses of the mood of 
the conv ention. 
“Mak ing su ch p redictions 
p u ts me in a difficu lt p osition. 
I am not an adv ocate one way 
or another on any of these 
different p ositions." 
Nonetheless, Fu zak ap p ears 
to be op p osed to a national 
p lay off, which is being p ro­ 
p osed in v ariou s forms.

Kubicka ’s New Pro g ra m 
To Be Tried in Oly mpics 


COLORADO SPRIN G S, Colo. (U PI) — Terry Kubicka, who 
vaulted to the national men’s single free skating crown with 


a flowing program which included a spectacular backward flip 
, says he will include the movement in his Olympic program 
if the judges allow it. 
“ As far as I know, it’s legal, so I’ll still be doing it until 
someone tells me I can’t,” said Kubicka, 19, whose program 
at the 1976 U.S. Figure Skating Championships so pleased the 
crowd the last 16 seconds of his musical accompaniment were 
drowned out by cheers. 
Kubicka, who finished second at the 1976 nationals, was in 
third place after the compulsory figures in short program. He 
said he had to make up points in Saturday’s free skating which 
counts 60 per cent of the total score. 
"1 knew I had to pull off something," said Kubicka, a member 
of the 1975 U.S. World Team, who also included five triple 
jumps in hi» title winning program. 
"But I knew the gap wasn’t so wide it couldnt be closed,” 
he said. 
Second in the overall men'» figure skating was David Santee, 
18, a member of the Chicago Figure Skating Club, who with 
Kubicka, will represent the United States at the Winter 
Olympic« next month in Innsbruck, Austria, and at the W’orld 
Figure Skating Championship March 2 -6 at Goldenburg, 
Sweden. Third went to Scott Crammer, 17 of the host 
Broadmoor Skating Club. 
Colleen O’Connor and Jim Milln», also representing Broad­ 
moor, led the gold dance competition throughout and turned 
in a fine program Saturday which won them a perfect 6.0 »core 
from one of the judges, the only »uch mark awarded in the meet. 
The first place perfomance earned them the top spot on the 
dance team which will go to the Olympics where gold dance 
will he an official event for the first time and to the World meet.

“ Ken Norton showed he de­ 
serves another chance." »aid 
Hiking Is Way 
To Know Self 


STO R R S, Conn. (UPI) — "T h ere’s too much of ‘I can’t do 
it,’" says Warren Doyle, who has hiked the 2,034-mile Ap­ 
palachian Trail twice and says it’s a path to selfdiscovery. 
Doyle, 25, an advocate of the growing sport of backpacking, 
has set two records on the continuous footpath. Now he is 
writing his University of Connecticut doctoral thesis about it. 
In 19 73, Dcyle hiked the trail alone in 66 Vi days, and set a 
record for speed. 
Last summer, he led 18 student* from Georgia’s Springer 
M ountain to M aine’s Mt. Katahdin. Before that, the largest 
known group to make the entie trip was two persons. 
The student from Shelton calls the hike “ a stress ex­ 
perience," but he is not referring to the twisted ankles, sore 
m uscles, exposure to inclement weather, or the diet of freeze- 
dried food and protein pills. 
He is talking about selfconfrontation and self-discovery. 
"T h ere’s a theory that most people have high self concepts 
that crumble in situations of crisis or adversity. Many of us 
never have a chance to find out who we really are,’ he said. 
Doyle thinks being alone with nature forces a person to find 
out. 
"In 19 73 I was alone for 66 days. I lost my physical fat and 
my emotional fat as well. I saw m yself as I really w as," he said. 
"I was lonely but it’s good for people to have a period all to 
themselves. T h at’s when the insight comes," he said. 
Doyle said for every eight people who start the trail, only one 
person finishes it, and he doesn’t think it’s because of blisters 
or running out of money. 
"A lot of people quit the trail because they can’t live with 
themselves. We’re not accustomed to living with ourselves," he 
said. "I think in everyday life you perform for other people, you 
put on different faces for different people, and you behave in 
certain ways to gain acceptance." 
“ In nature there are no airs to put on, no one to impress, no 
one to fight, and no one to support except yourself.” 
Long-distance hiking, like other sports, requires stam ina, 
self-discipline, quick decisionmaking and physical endurance. 
But there are no tangible rewards such as money or trophies. 
"It takes a lot of character strength, adaptability, tolerance, 
patience and unselfishness. The trail wil bring out those 
qualities in you or you’ll find certain weaknesses in yourself," 
Doyle said. 
"A lot of times I come back from nature and see many more 
things in society that are trivial. Before, I had certain 
convictions, certain standards and moral values, but they were 
never so strong or confirmed until after my first experience in 
nature. It’s given me a clear perspective. 
"M y mission is to provide opportunities for people to 
experience the sam e thing. We re all capable of so many things. 
Everybody want* to grow, but sometimes they just need a push. 
I want to inspire people to give them that push."

Carter, a southerner trying 
to take the steam out of 
Wallace in the Florida 
primary, told UPI after the 
program Wallace would have a 
maximum of only 25 per cent 
support and if he is on the 
ticket “ it would assure a loss in 
November." 
Bayh said he was staying out 
of Florida because "1 didn’t 
want to muddy the water" for 
Carter's challenge of Wallace. 


Harris said that if the Un­

WHITA said that in the past 
it has refrained from becoming 
embroiled in personal attacks 
on anyone but feels that Mrs.

The organization, which 
supported Skala in his election 
to the board, commended him 
for his stand, hoping that he 
has set an example in showing 
independence, 
courage 
and 
forthrightness to other public 
officials, 
A resolution Skaia put up for 
a vote, asking that the Lake 
Katrine School property on 
which the board previously 
wished to build a new high 
school, be put back on the 
market, failed to pass. 
Skala said he represents the 
taxpayers, not some groups 
that would prefer to have a 
new high school. "It is the 
taxpayers we are responsible 
to," he concluded.

Whom to Believe? 


NEW PALTZ 


Of all' the questions that 


were posed Sunday, there was 
one that probably best 
summed up the confusion and 
frustration that has marked 
the nuclear energy issue in the 


• Mid-Hudson region for 
the 


past two years: 


Who do we believe? 
According to the Energy Re- 


search and Development Au- 


, thority (ERDA), the 2,300 acre 


site in the Town of Lloyd is 
ideally suited for nuclear gen- 
eration. 
Beyond 
that, 
its 


spokesmen say atomic power is 
clean, safe, reliable and effi- 
cient. Do we need it right now? 
No. In the future? Definitely, 
they say. 


On the other hand, knowl- 


edgeable and intelligent peo- 
ple are telling us the site may 
be geologically dangerous, that 
water vapor emissions may al- 
ter weather conditions and af- 
fect local crops, that the area's 
environment will be disrupted. 
Are the plants safe? Nothing 
built by man and operated by 
man, they respond, is in- 
fallible. 


So Who do we believe? 
"One's objectivity can be 


blurred,"said Dr. Edward 
Aleo at Sunday's nuclear 
symposium,"when it is im- 
portant to your firm what 
you find out." 


Aleo's insinuation is clear: 


those hired by the nuclear 
industry had better reach 
conclusions favorable to the 
nuclear industry if they want 
to be considered for new pro- 
jects and new contracts in 
the future. 


Aleo isn't the first to sug- 


gest that certain scientists 
have been less than objective 
in their investigation of the 
Lloyd site. But it is a sugges- 
tion that is sharply, and 
unanimously, disputed by 
the consultants who work for 
ERDA. 


Last week, Cloin Robertson, 


ERDA's program siting man- 
ager, virtually bolted from his 
chair when the possibility of 
subjective analysis and 
documentation at the Lloyd 
site was raised-by a reporter. 
He angrily denied the sugges- 
tion and insisted that ERDA 
and its consultants have been 
scrupulously fair and accurate 
in its assessments of the Lloyd 
site. 


Joseph A. Foscher of Dames 


and Moore, a firm hired by 
ERDA to conduct studies at 
the Lloyd site, was just as 
emphatic, "The easiest way to 
go out of business is not to be 
professional," he said, "we 
have been hired by both gov- 
ernment and industry because 
we're impartial, because we 
have an unbiased point of 
view. We couldn't get a job 


anywhere if we didn't con- 
sistently do the best job we 
could." 


Robert Bristoll of Saratoga 


Associates added, 
"A pro- 


fessional without credibility is 
nothing ... if we lose our ob- 
jectivity, we lose our live- 
lihood." 


Since there is certainly no 


evidence to prove that ERDA's 
consultants were anything less 
than honest in their evaluation 
of the Lloyd site, the decision 
on who to believe can't be so 
easily resolved. As one speaker 
pointed out Sunday, "scien- 
tists have differences of opin- 
ion, just like anyone else." 


It can't be argued that there 


aren't serious differences of 
opinion 
concerning nuclear 


energy. For those who don't 
want anything to do with nu- 
clear development in Ulster 
County, it's enough that there 
exists a reasonable doubt. If 
that's all it takes to a free a 
man accused of murder, they 
say, certainly it's sufficient to 
warrant more study, more re- 
search. 


"There can be no margin for 


error," said Rep. Hamilton 
Fish Jr., one of the more out- 
spoken advocates of a five-year 
nationwide moratorium. To ig- 
nore that threat of error, Fish 
added, could cause "the ir- 
reversible poisoning of our en- 
tire planet."

NEW PALTZ 


Nuclear development in the 


Town of Lloyd may not gener- 
ate the impressive economic 
benefits that have been so 
widely touted by the Energy 
Research and Development 
Authority (ERDA); instead, it 
may leave a legacy of radiation 
exposure, altered weather pat- 
terns, and a damaged ecology 
for future generations who 
work and live in the Mid- 
Hudson Valley. 


That was the concensus at a 


symposium on atomic energy 
held Sunday afternoon in New 
Paltz by Mid-Hudson Nuclear 
Opponents (NO). That more 
than 300 persons turned out on 
an incredibly rotten day gives 
some indication of just how 
critical the nuclear issue is to 
those among us who work and 
live in the Hudson Valley to- 
day. 


Moderated by Rep. Hamil- 


ton Fish Jr. (R-25), Sunday's 
4'/2-hour symposium featured 
seven panelists who discussed 
nuclear power in general and 
ERDA's Lloyd site master 
plan hi particular. Dozens of 
comments and questions from 
the audience throughout the 
afternoon provided fuel for the 
debate. 


One of the crucial issues 


involved in the possible con- 
struction of four nuclear power 
plants in the Town of Lloyd is 
the economic benefits that 
would accrue to the area in the 
form of increased employment 


and decreased taxes. But ac- 
cording to Dr. Peter Stillman, 
a professor at Poughkeepsie's 
Vassar College, the impact 
may not be as great as many 
would like to believe. 


Sunday's session, and if the 
experts who spoke are only 
half right, there is still cause 
for considerable concern.

Nuclear Opponents hold New 


Stillman pointed out that 


many of the nuclear construc- 
tion jobs that require certain 
specialized skills may not be 
available to Mid-Hudson area 
workers; that many sub-con- 
tractors to the nuclear in- 
dustry may prefer to "import" 
workers who have the skills 
necessary to build a complex 
nuclear reactor and its support 
facilities. 


Stillman further emphasized 


that the construction jobs 
would only be temporary; that 
the region's economic future 
would be far better served with 
small, localized projects that 
involve alternative forms of 
energy offering long-term, 
stable employment op- 
portunities. 


Staggering 
tax reductions 


provided by one or more $1 
billion nuclear plants may be 
more imagined than real also, 
according 
to Stillman. He 


noted that a government-built 
power plant would be exempt 
from paying more than token 
taxes to the local community. 


Safety, too, was a major con- 


cern of many who attended

Information.there is a "one in 
50 chance of a core melt-down 
occuring in the 30 year life of 
100 nuclear reactors," and that 
the probability of an accident 
increases with each new plant 
built and each year of addi- 
tional operation. "There is a 
chance that something will se- 
riously go awry in a nuclear 
reactor," said McGowan. 


He also pointed out that the 


average life-span of a nuclear 
reactor is 30 years; that 
although an atomic plant at 
the Lloyd site would probably 
be taken off line some 30 years 
after its construction, it would 
remain radioactive—and 
therfore a potential source of 
danger—years later. 


The effects of increased radi- 


ation on humans was also dis- 
cussed, but certainly not re- 
solved, at Sunday's meeting. 
"No dose of radiation is safe," 
said Dr. Peter Shaffer, a pub- 
lic health official from New 
York City, "dental X-rays are 
not safe either, but there is a 
direct diagnostic or thera- 
peutic 
benefit. If nuclear 


power is found to be absolutely 
necessary, then we might be 
more inclined to accept the 
additional radiation." 


That particular question—is 


nuclear energy really neces- 
sary—is almost basic to the 
controversy that now engulfs 
the Town of Lloyd. It was the 
concensus Sunday that the de- 
mand does not justify the risk. 


"There are new and feasible 


forms of energy production 
available that are non-pollut- 
ing, 
cheaper and 
can be 


brought on line quicker," said 
Stillman. It was the opinion of 
A s s e m b l y m a n M a u r i c e 
Hinchey (D-101) that nuclear 
energy is being promoted out 
of a false sense of desperation 
prompted by the fuel shortage 
of 1973; that there is sufficient 
time to investigate the 
feasibility of solar, wind, tidal 
and geothermal power. 


Several other specific points 


were raised Suday concerning 
the effects of nuclear develop- 
ment in the Town of Lloyd. 


Dr. Stephen Egemeier of the 


State University College at 
New Paltz pointed out that 
there are no seismic stations 
located within 50 miles of the 
Lloyd site and that, es a re- 
sult, there exists no accurate 
picture of earthquake activity 
in this region. Both Egemeier 
and ERDA agree that the pro- 
posed site for at least one 
reactor is located directly on 
top of an existing earth fault. 


Egemeier also noted that the 


91 billion gallons of fresh 


(drinkable) water that would 
be w i t h d r a w n from the 
Hudson River each year has 
been valued at S16 million by 
the Army Corps of Engineers, 
or $500 million for the 30 year 
life of the proposed reactor 
complex. 


Dr. Alvin Koningsberg of 


New Paltz noted that, ERDA 
disclaimers to the contrary, 
there is no way one can be sure 
that water vapor emissions 
from a nuclear complex would 
not significantly reduce sun- 
shine, increase humidity and 
reduce daytime temperatures 
in the Mid-hudson Valley. 


Dr. Edward Aleo, an 


audiologist at the New Pakz 
college, noted that increased 
noise levels at the Lloyd site 
during the 4-8 year construc- 
tion period could have an ad- 
verse impact on people in that 
area. "The physiological an- 
noyance to noise," he said, 
"increases the heartbeat, con- 
stricts blood vessels, increases 
tension and impedes learn- 
ing." 


Dr. Richard Barnett, pro- 


fessor of biology1 at Dutchess 
Community 
College, noted 


that plans for underground 
transmission lines, develop- 
ment of a nature study area 
and steps to protect the Black 
Creek are only recommenda- 
tions put forth by ERDA; they 
are not binding on any utility 
that decides to develop the 
site. 


(Encouraging Word9 Is Heard

There is some dissent to this 


January outlook. 


In Iowa, president Oren Lee 


Staley of the National Farmers 


Organization said consumer 
prices historically have risen 
and can be expected to follow 
that trend in 1976. 


Staley said the outlook for 


meat supplies — the factor 
which ultimately determines 
the price — cannot be pre- 
dicted because of farmer un- 
certainty stemming from drop- 
ping prices at the end of 1975. 


"Prices to consumers have 


continued to go up while 
farmer pricos have gone 
down," Staley said. "Like any 
other industry, farmers have to 
have better prices to stay in 
business." 


He said costs of services, 


production and farmers' oper- 
ations are continuing to rise 
and will affect market-level 
prices. 


A slight factor in the overall 


picture also may be that 


ranchers who graze cattle and 
sheep on federally owned lands 
this year will pay about 50 per 
cent higher fees to the Depart- 
ment of Interior's Bureau of 
Land Management. 


In a statement just before 


the New Year, President Rich- 
ard Lyng of the American 
Meat Institute, representing 
major packers, said the supply 
of meat will rise about 2 per 
cent and prices will average 
about the same as in 1975. 


He said pork production will 


increase in the second half of 
1976 because of the big 1975 
grain harvest which left feed- 
ing stocks on hand. But pork 
output will remain well below 
levels of most past years, he 
said. 


Below the packers' level, 


there was agreement with 
most of Lyng's analysis. 


Ed Uvacek, livestock mar- 


keting economist for the Texas 
Agriculture Extension Service, 
explained to UPI at Dallas:

May Be Headed for Saugerties 


SAUGERTIES 


A $2 million federal windfall may be headed for the Town 


of Saugerties if local officials have correctly read an announce- 
ment made today by Gov. Hugh L. Carey. 


Carey formally announced today that a new arrangement 


between the state and federal government may provide 75 per 
cent federal funding for community sewer systems, including 
the long-delayed and expensive Barclay Hc-lghts Sewer Im- 
provement District in the Town of Saugerties. 


The Barclay Heights project currently carries a price-tag of 


$3.4 million. Under existing formulas, only about $618,000 of 
that amount is eligible for state and federal funding. Since 
Saugerties has already received a $500,000 grant from the 
Farmer's Home Administration (FHA), the burden on local 
taxpayers would be a hefty $2.3 million, plus interest. 


But Carey said today that 75 per cent of sewer project costs 


currently ineligible for federal funding will, in fact, be funded 
over the next 18 months.

Carey made no announcement concerning specific monies.

The "cheap stuff is 
often quite costly while re- 
maining cheap-looking. If, you 
shop for quality rather than for 
dollar savings, you have a 
much better chance of getting 
the true bargain. 


Even people who don't ex- 


pect to live in the same place 
forever are buying with long 
range plans in view. One wom- 
an who expects that she and 
her husband will 'be home- 
owners some day, bought her 
dining room furniture with the 
idea of how it will be suitable 
no matter what future dwell- 
ing she inhabits. It is a beau- 
tiful French Provincial design, 
made of pecan solids and 
veneers. And she chose the 
senior, not the junior size, with 
leaves that expand the table to 
104" in length. Without the 
leaves, it is only 64" in length, 
certainly not overpowering for 
her current dining area. She 
has the best of both worlds — 
handsome dining room 
furniture she can be proud of 
now as well as later. And a 
long-range savings because she 
won't have to replace it when 


Mother Earth Tells How To 


Heading for an auction or 


thrift 
shop? 
While you're 


there, take a second look at 
those old tables, chests, and 
whatever shoved back in odd 
comers — and don't be overly 
turned off by ugly paint or 
varnish. What's under the sur- 
face may be a quality piece of 
furniture that will make a fine 
addition to your own home or 
which can be a welcome source 
of extra cash. 


Often the difference between 


junk store dust catcher and 
collector's item is just one 
simple step: refinishing. If you 
take the time to learn this 
skill, it can be very useful and 
profitable. 


Many refinishing guides 


contain instructions that make 
impossible demands on your 
time and money. A perfect 
high-gloss finish, for instance, 
is difficult to apply and a 
waste of effort. The same goes 
for the majority of "grain 
fillers," sealers and oil fin- 
ishes. Here's a quicker, less 
expensive method that lets 
beautiful old wood look like 
beautiful old wood. 


What you want to look for in 


secondhand furniture is good 
wood hiding under layers of 
badly applied paint or varnish. 
The more thoroughly its quali- 
ty is concealed, the more valu- 
able the piece will be when 
you're done. Material, con- 
struction, and general ap- 
pearance of old furniture are 
more important than detail or 
present state. 


Look at undersides, chipped 


places, etc., to find out what 
the wood's like, and don't be 
fooled by veneers (they peel, 
split and bleed, and pieces so 
covered aren't worth much at 
best unless they're unusual for 
some reason). 


Now for your shop and tools. 


First, you'll need a place to 
work that is decently lighted 
and ventilated, away from fire, 
kids and livestock. An old shed 
is fine as long as you don't care 
about the floor. (Paint stripper 
not only eats straight through 
any finish but also devours 
newspapers, cardboard and 
plastic.) 


You'll be using a lot of semi- 


paste stripper and a little of 
the liquid type. Avoid "wash- 
off' products — they're messy 
and can ruin furniture. Keep 
in mind that any paint re- 
mover is mean stuff, and treat 
it accordingly.

s h o u l d 
be h i g h - g l o s s 


polyurethane or epoxy only, 
since they're the most durable 
and easiest to use. You'll cer- 
tainly regret any flirtations 
with cheap dime-store finish or 
"varnish stain." 


What about stain? Most old 


wood doesn't need it, but if 
you do buy such a product, be 
sure it's compatible with the 
varnish you use. Ask the man 
at the paint store (and be sure 
it is a paint — not a dime or 


hardware — store, if you have 
a choice of dealers). 


The following is a list of 


necessary tools, roughly in or- 
der of use: 


(1) Goggles. ALWAYS wear 


them and long-sleeved work 
clothes. 


(2) Cloth gloves, leather, 


rubber, and plastic are useless 
against paint strippers. 


(3) Hand cream, to be ap- 


plied before you put your 
gloves on and after you wash 
up. If you skip this precaution, 
your skin will keep you awake 
at night. 


(4) One large, flat, and dull 


metal scraper (like a pancake 
turner or spatula), and many 
smaller 
homemade wooden 


ones. 


(5) A goo bucket to catch all 


the mess, even if you don't 
care about the floor of your 
work area. 


(6) A small wooden brush 


with fine stiff bristles (for use 
with wet stripper). 


(7) A toothbrush (to clean 


dry surfaces only). 


(8) No. 2 and No. 0000 steel 


wool. 


(9) Rags and string, for 


cleaning up and improvising 
clamps as needed on glued 
joints. Also a lintless cloth. 


(10) Glue. White glue is easy 


to use, but almost any kind 
will work. 


(11) Screws, etc., as needed. 
(12) 
Other tools? There's 


just one rule: Don't buy any- 
thing expensive unless you're 
sure you want to go in that 
deep. The most important tool 
of all is the one you'll need the 
most of: patience. 


Disassemble the table or 


whatever as much as you can 
by gentle means. If its joints 
and screws are solid, that's 
fine. Don't maul them trying 
to get them apart. Any fasten- 
ings that are at all loose should 
be undone. Old glue, etc., can 
then be cleaned out, and the 
parts left separated until the 
refinishing is complete. 


Next comes stripping. First, 


wash an inconspicuous part of 
a piece with soapy water to see 
what- comes off. Sometimes 
"black paint" turns out to be 
only water stain, and you're 
home free. (Never wet bare 
wood, though, or you'll raise 
the grain.) 


No luck with the water treat- 


ment? Then flow on semi- 
paste stripper, heavily but 
gently, with a rag swab. Wait 
an 
hour, 
and 
when 
the 


chemical has raised the paint, 
push off the coating (large 
areas first and details later). 
"Push," not "scrape." The ob- 
ject is to remove the paint 
without hurting the wood. 


Stripper left on too long be- 


comes gummy, and most of it 
should be removed between 
stints of paint scraping. When 
almost all the old finish is

home-buy ing time gets here. 


But of course, the size of the 


table isn't the only factor that 
assures this homemaker that 
her dining room set will be 
suitable for her home. The fact 
that it is genuine hardwood 
was an important factor in her 
decision to buy it. Hardwoods 
like pecan, oak, maple, 
walnut, cherry and others are 
noted for their durability and 
longevity. 


This dining group has an 


oval tabletop that is beau- 
tifully 
matched 
in 
pecan 


veneer, giving it a warm, rich 
surface much appreciated by 
this homemaker who happens 
to be a gourmet cook and loves 
to entertain dinner guests. The 
solid pecan of the table's apron 
and the chair backs are carved 
with a delicate floral design for 
which the French Provincial 
style is so loved. It is only 
because it is genuine hard- 
wood that these carvings are 
possible. (Many of those or- 
nate "carved effects" of the so- 
called Mediterranean style are 
made of molded polystyrene, a 
plastic that is hollow inside — 
and therefore non-repairable, 
another factor in the piece's 
longevity.) 


There once was a time when 


genuine carvings made 
furniture prohibitively ex- 
pensive. But 
with today's 


methods of precision carving 
by machine, which allows for 
the carving of many pieces of 
wood at a time, the price is not 
escalated beyond the means of 
the everyday homemaker. 


Another woman who chose 


hardwood dining furniture for 
her apartment is a confirmed 
city-dweller. "I raised my chil- 
dren in the city, I built my 
career in the city, and if I ever 
retire, I'll probably want to 
live next door to the museum 
or the best restaurant in town 
— or both," she says. "This is 
my home, I want it to be the 
best I can make it." 


Her dining room is in beau- 


tiful oak, with leather up- 
holstered chairs built low to 
the ground. Chairs with high 
backs, she felt, might tend to 
cut off the light and the il- 
lusion of spaciousness. 


She did opt for high-back 


chairs, though, for a seating 
arrangement not far from the 
dining area. She chose Queen 
Anne chairs with a colorful 
floral printed upholstery and 
exposed hardwood frames. She 
wanted the warmth of hard- 
wood in an area where people 
relax and get together with 
each other. "I just don't see 
how people can feel cozy sur- 
rounded by glass and chrome," 
she says. "It's so cold." 


Too, thinking in terms of 


permanence, the 
hardwood 


arm rest is going to be more 
durable than any fabric might 
be. Even where the frame of a 
sofa or chair is covered by 
upholstery, you should check 
to be sure the frame itself is 
hardwood. According to the 
Hardwood Institute, a division 
of the 
National Hardwood 


Lumber Association, if your 
salesman tells you the frame is 
hickory or gum or some other 
hardwood, you can be sure the 
piece will last you through this 
apartment and into the next 
home you choose, whether 
apartment or house. 
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Hardwoods play an important part in the feel of richness 
to this city apartment. Round oak table has several leaves 
which build it up to a long oval for entertaining dinner 
guests; cozy seating arrangement features chairs with 
hardwood frames; and all is underwritten by a beautifully 
parqueted hardwood floor.

At the time, the National 


Council on Aging had its library 
in New York City. At first, I 
wandered in just to check on its 
bibliography, which served as a 
m a r v e l o u s resource for 
material on my subject.

disturbed I became about the 
status of our age group. It was a 
bit insulting to be a bug under a 
microscope It was uncomfor- 
table to be treated as a statistic 
blipped out from a hole in a 
computer card. It was annoying 
to be considered an "age unit" 
problem that could "somehow" 
be solved by scholars writing 
pompous "reports." 


What bothered me most was 


the blind acceptance of 
research and data as the basis 
for practical action.

Rarely did they ask us what 
we thought of the priorities that 
they set up for us. 


Another irritation was the 


lumping of my contemporaries 
indiscriminately with other 
groups.

Such loose classification by the 
experts puts all of us in the 
category of government cost 
factors.

This is 
the basic reason for the 
astonishing popularity of diet 
programs, such as Dr. Atkins' 
"Diet Revolution", which 
promises to give you the 
capacity to ''stay thin forever" 
while eating as much as you 
want, or its remarkably similar 
predecessor, "Calories Don't 
Count". The latter led its 
author. Dr. Herman Taller, into 
legal difficulties. 


It's true you can lose weight 


on many of these diet fads, but 
weight loss alone is not 
necesarily desirable. If weight 
loss alone were the only goal, 
you could solve that problem 
with an advanced case of tuber- 
culosis, disseminated cancer, 
or uncontrolled diabetes. Your 
doctor understands very well 
how to induce weight loss. The 
problem is to induce weight loss 
while preserving the health of 
the individual. 


The low-carbohydrate, high- 


protein diets are nothing new. 
They have been recycled with 
various modifications for 
years. Perhaps the first of 
these was the Banting diet used 
by William Banting in 1863. The 
diet was prescribed for him by 
Dr. William Harvey, and it had 
a startling effect in reducing his 
corpulent frame. 


Almost all of these diets work 


because they really decrease 
the calorie intake. It may be 
true, as Dr. Atkins claims, that 
you can eat all you want and 
stay slim forever, but the gim- 
mick is you won't want to eat 
very much. Chemical changes 
result in loss of appetite. The 
usual hunger-type response 
you're prone to experience if 
you're not eating enough isn't 
there. The nausea and accom-

Evenness, not perfection, is 
the goal. 


Old wood is beautiful in 


itself. If you feel otherwise, use 
restraint in finishing so that 
the final effect will be natural. 
Apply coloring lightly, wait a 
few minutes and rub it down 
with a rag. Don't ever try to 
get a deep stain in one coat, or 
the result will look like bad 
paint. Let the finished job dry 
a day before you varnish it.

same effect by rubbing and 
dusting a surface carefully 
with a cloth. Then swab on the 
finish with a lintless rag. 


Work the coating in well (it's 


going to be its own sealer) and 
be sure that no excess is left on 
corners and edges. Let the 
piece dry thoroughly, dust it 
again and apply another layer 
(less varnish will be needed 
this time). Repeat the whole 
process as often as you want — 
but keep those coats light! 


When you've applied enough 


thicknesses of varnish to suit 
you, rub the dried top layer 
lightly with No. 0000 steel 
wool to cut the gloss. The 
result will be a beautiful low- 
sheen protective coating, very 
hard and waterproof, which 
looks and feels like an ex- 
pensive oil finish. 


Reassemble the piece if nec- 


essary, with only enough glue 
to do the job (excess white glue 
can be wiped off with a damp 
rag). Then, if you want a high 
sheen like that of some old 
furniture in museums, apply a 
light coat of paste wax and rub 
it down. 


Don't be in a hurry to sell an 


article, or you may get less 
than it's worth. Unless the 
item is small, advertise it by 
itself or only with similar 
pieces. Show it in your living 
room or other attractive set- 
ting.

President John F. Kennedy, 


alone in his White House office 
and obviously tense, had just 
revealed to the American peo- 
ple that there was a major 
buildup of Soviet missiles in 
Cuba.

"Boy," reminisces Bryant, 


"I knew things were hotter 
than hell. Yeah, the mood in 
the President's office was 
gloomy. The President looked 
worried. He wanted to pet 
Charlie. The President needed 
the comfort of a loving dog. 
See, a dog asks for nothing. A 
President 
sees 
kings 
and 


queens and politicians — and 
everyone wants 
something. 


There are no strings attached 
to the affection of a dog." 


Dapper 
Bryant 
— who 


doesn't own a dog and looks 
like Capt. Kangaroo — is a 
short, rotund man in a plaid 
jacket with snow-white hair 
carefully clipped into wavy 
bangs. He has written his 
memoirs, based on a detail- 
filled diary in a book called 
"Dog Days at the 
White 


House." 


The book, based on 


president-watching through 
five administrations from 
Truman to Nixon, is more cat- 
ty than doggy. 


In it Bryant reveals such 


gossipy tidbits as: 


—"JFK liked to swim nude 


and so did some of the girls 
who popped in to visit him.' 
Bryant claims he was present 
one night when the President 
went skinnydipping with a 
"beautiful tall blonde girl." 


—President Richard Nixon 


and his wife, Pat, "were very 
good friends but had separate 
rooms." 


—President Harry Truman 


didn't like dogs but always 
kept a bottle of bourbon 
stashed in his bathroom. 


—President Eisenhower had 


no qualms about 
walking 


across White House parquet 


floors while wearing spiked 
golf shoes. 


—President Lyndon John- 


son "swore like a trooper" and 
it was "normal" for him to 
explode, complete with ex- 
pletives, with or without pro-, 
vocation. "One day I was 
around when President John- 
son came across a package on 
his desk and asked a secret 
service agent, 'What son of a 
bitch left this package here?" 
says Bryant. "Mr. Johnson 
like qolorful language." 


About the diary that led to 


the book: "Well," he smiles, 
"it started out as sort of a log. 
I simply kept a record of what 
was going on in my ship. I 
noted which dog got what shot, 
which dog had his or her teeth 
cleaned and which dog made 
messes at the wrong time. 
Then I added a few little anec- 
dotes about the people around 
the dogs." 


Bryant doesn't disguise 


abundant affection for Jac- 
queline Kennedy Onassis 
whom he describes as pretty 
and warm-hearted. "Besides," 
he says, "she always treated 
me like a human being. If I 
happened to be anywhere near 
Jackie when she was entertain- 
ing visiting heads of states, she 
always called me over and 
made a proper introduction." 


Apparently 
the Kennedy 


marriage had its rough spots 
and Bryant was privy to some. 
"The newspapers would tell 
how Jacqueline was off on an- 
other trip, but what they 
didn't report was how anxious 
the President was to see her 
go," he says. 


More on Jacqueline: "She 


really 
enjoyed 
the 
White 


House dances. She flirted a lot 
with attractive men," says 
Bryant during an interview. 
"Of course, any young woman 
who had a few drinks would 
have acted similarly. But, you 
know, she never expressed sec- 
ond thoughts the next day. 
The Kennedys were a young 
vibrant couple. They never sat 
back the way the Trumans and 
the Eisenhowers did."

Because of his new 
"closeness" to President Ken- 
nedy, for example, he was 
stalked by newspaper re- 
porters who wanted "inside 
information" about how much 
Jacqueline was spending for 
her designer clothes and if the 
Kennedy's were having tiffs. 


Even the questions were an 


"answer" for Bryant who de- 
cided that what would sell his 
book about dogs "would be 
stories about the people 
around the dogs." He says, 
"The White House has the 
same emotional ingredients of 
any house and what people 
understand is other people's 
emotions. The White House 
walls bounced with tears and 
laughter and fights and. love 
and diplomacy and disasters," 
says Bryant. "I just kept a lot 
of notes." 


Most "serious" President 


was Richard Nixon whose Irish 
setter, King Timahoe, was 
named royally. Bryant re- 
ferred to the dog simply as 
Tim —• even to the press cover- 
ing the Nixons. It was Bryant 
who taught Tim to shake his 
paws, stay and stand on order. 


He says, "One day I took 


Tim to Nixon's private quar- 
ters. The President was read- 
ing a newspaper and sipping a 
mixed drink. I made Tim do 
all the tricks. Mr. Nixon 
thanked me for training his 
dog so well."

, The Freeman, which recently criticized Mr. Hinchey for his failure 
to assert pressure in Albany when the county attempted to gain a one 
per cent hike in the sales tax, congratulates the assemblyman on the 
Catskill proposal and hopes he is able to muster enough votes to bring 
back the commission.

! Hinchey blamed Sullivan County Assemblyman Jean Amatucci's 
withdrawal as a sponsor for the death of last year's bill. Miss Amatucci 
backed away from her affirmative stance on the bill after lawmakers 
in Sullivan County protested that an extension would put an end to 
home rule in the area of land planning. 


Though Miss Amatucci has repeatedly denied the accusation, the 


Freeman supports Mr. Hinchey and hopes that Miss Amatucci will 
switch her stance once more and back legislation to bring back the 
commission. 


Hinchey's bill, if passed, would create an unpaid regional agency to 


oversee development of the Catskills. This would give the area 
protection against massive housing developments and enable it to 
retain its landscape and keep its recreational facilities. 


Miss Amatucci still holds the key over whether this new bill will be 


passed or get beaten once more. She must forget the pressures that 
will be applied by the lawmakers in her home county. 


Hinchey's proposal is a good one and should be passed by both the 


Assembly and State Senate. Regional planning is needed in the 
Catskills. The bill to be introduced by Hinchey will insure that 
regional planning.

Different Standards 


Editor The Freeman: 


Letter to Mr. Donald Lawson, Presi- 


dent 
Onteora Board 
of Education,

As a former member and president of 


the Onteora Board of Education, I was 
very surprised and disappointed in your 
casual response to Mrs. Rossitz's legit- 
imate concerns regarding a $24,000 error 
made by the Onteora business adminis- 
trator, Dr. Keough. It has occurred to me, 
and I'm sure many other citizens of the 
school district, that the Board has not 
maintained the same standards in judg- 
ing the competency of its administrative 
staff. On the one hand, errors made by 
one administrator are pushed aside and 
rationalized, while alleged errors made by 
another administrator have resulted in 
public censure and an involuntary leave 
of absence. Futhermore, another top ad- 
ministrator, whose work in the district 
has been most effective and has generated 
thousands of dollars for programs for our 
children, has had his position eliminated 
for so-called economical reasons. How can 
the Board feel that it has dealt fairly and 
equitably with each of the aforemen- 
tioned administrators? 


In response to Mrs. Rossitz's concern, 


you stated that the $24,000 error was 
"hardly cause for alarm." Could it be that 
the 27.5 MILLION dollar error made by 
Dr. Keough last May in estimating the 


school tax rate, is also "hardly cause for 
alarm?" At a public Board meeting last 
May, I raised several questions concern- 
ing the true and assessed valuation of the 
Town of Hurley. As you know, almost half 
of the Town of Hurley is in the Kingston 
School District and should not be in- 
cluded in estimating the Onteora school 
taxes. However, Dr. Keough neglected to 
exclude the Kingston School District tax 
properties from that of Onteora's. As a 
result $27.5 million dollars of true proper- 
ty value which belonged in the Kingston 
School District were erroneously included 
in the Onteora budget. This means that 
all the tax rates were incorrectly stated in 
the first budget document and caused 
undue concern and confusion on the part 
of the public. 


You may feel that Mrs. Rossitz is 


"making a mountain out of a molehill," 
regarding the $24,000 error made by Dr. 
Keough at the December meeting, and 
you may also believe that the 27.5 million 
dollar error made last May is also "mak- 
ing a mountain out of a molehill", but I 
think our school district deserves better 
management and our business adminis- 
trator and Board of Education should be 
held accountable for their actions.

WASHINGTON—The dangerously ov- 


erdue effort to bring order into President 
Ford's chaotic political structure within 
the White House now centers on former 
Gov. William W. Scranton of Pennsylva- 
nia, a longtime Ford intimate whose 
liberal credentials pose a risk. 


Although no final decision has been 


made, Scranton is now the President's 
top choice to become full-time, resident 
political coordinator working from a 
White House office. Whatever the risk, it 
is not a moment too soon. With the White 
House lacking any semblence of a politi- 
cal organization, the most minor de- 
cisions dealing with the President's cam- 
paign simply are not being made. 


For the President, Scranton has one 


overwhelming attraction: he has privately 
agreed to take the job refused by other 
less risky Republican notables. 


But against this availability are politi- 


cal liabilities. Scranton's liberal reputa- 
tion could hurt Mr. Ford's uphill drive for 
conservative votes in the crucial New 
Hampshire and Florida primaries. He 
lacks close familiarity with the politics of 
1976, a decade after leaving office and a 
dozen years following his tardy effort to 
derail Sen. Barry Goldwater's presiden- 
tial nomination — a fight whose bitter- 
ness Goldwater's zealots have not forgot- 
ten. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Ford desperately 


needs a political agent in the White 
House, and Scranton may be unique in 
his willingness to take a job high on 
hazards and low on rewards. 


Rogers Morton, outgoing Secretary of 


Commerce, has been cautioned by his 
doctors against any full-time political job. 
Morton has advised the President to hire 
former Republican state chairman Ody 
Fish of Wisconsin, but Fish has turned 
down the job in advance. So have a 
handful of others mentioned in the Ford 
inner circle. 


Accordingly, pending the President's 


final decision, Scranton will become resi- 
dent political aide, acting as Mr. Ford's 
liaison with the President Ford Commit- 
tee (PFC), with the Republican National 
Committee and with party leaders around 
the country. 


To PFC chairman Howard H. Callwaay 


and political director Stuart Spencer, the 
need for a high-level political decision- 
maker has become the single most urgent 
of myriad problems wateflogging the Ford 
campaign. 


"You cannot get a decision on anything 


over there now," one PFC official told us. 
"We don't know when the President will 
campaign in New Hampshire and Flori- 
da, how long, under what circumstances. 


We don't know anything and time is 
short." 


Out of that vacuum came former Las 


Vegas showgirl Sheika Gramshammer 
linking her lavish Vail, Colo., dinner 
party for the President and Mrs. Ford 
Monday night to a Ford presidential 
campaign fund-raiser—only the latest in 
a series of damaging bloopers. Ignoring 
warnings from low-level White House 
political operatives, Mrs. Gramshammer 
sent out some 100 pledgecards asking 
$1,000 contributions, many in the same 
envelopes that contained invitations to 
her party. 


Although Mr. Ford disavowed the fund- 


raising, the Federal Election Commission 
might decide the party was indeed a 
fund-raiser. If so, the President would be 
compelled to charge at least part of his 
Vail expenses to is campaign committee, 
depleting inadequate resources. 


That's where Scranton would come in. 


A White House political agent of his 
stature would have taken a strong hand 
and 
q u i c k l y suppressed 
Mrs. 


Gramshammer's embarrassing ex- 
uberance. 


More important, Scranton could un- 


snarl repeated blunders preventing the 
campaign from operating at full efficien- 
cy. 


One example occurred in Wisconsin, 


where the primary could be vital for a 
Ford comeback against Ronald Reagan. 
The local Ford committee until recently 
could not get money from the national 
campaign fund except by submitting 
individual vouchers for individual ex- 
penses as they came due, a totally ineffi- 
cient way of financing the statewide 
campaign. "That was a White House 
problem," one top Wisconsin Republican 
told us, "and we finally cured it with a 
telephone call to Cheney." 


Richard Cheney, the new White House 


chief of staff, is Mr. Ford's political 
liaison with the PFC. But he has neither 
political experience nor spare time for 
politics. Cheney's quick intervention to 
cure the Wisconsin financing problem, 
moreover, was unique: he once worked for 
former Gov. Warren Knowles, chairman 
of the Ford Wisconsin committee. 


With Mr. Ford confronting diminished 


credibility as President and with 
Reagan's strength rising, the President 
needs a strong hand in the White House. 


As an administrator, Scranton could be 


that strong hand. As a politician, how- 
ever, he brings problems of his own. That 
the President wants Bill Scranton on 
those terms shows how desperate is his 
need.

J. Edgar Hoover's 
Blackmail Tactics

from pure gossip to vicious slander, were swept into fattening 


FBI chief kept the most sensitive folders in his personal 


custody. They were removed after his death, according to our sources, 
by his faithful factotum, Clyde Tolson. 


These files could have had no possible purpose except blackmail 


Their existence is disturbing evidence that Hoover had turned the FB 
into a political police force whose snooping prac ices had become all 
too similar to those of Adolf Hitler's Gestapo and Joseph Stalin s KGB 


Hoover was not an overt blackmailer. His power depended for half 


a century on the good will of the nation's elected leaders, whose favor 
he curried. He, therefore, posed as their friend who wanted only to 
protect them from the whispers their enemies might spread. 


By this approach, he made them aware 
submitted to the White House in secret 


subtly that he, too, knew their secrets. 


word filtered through 
Inevitably, the 
Washington that Hoover had a dossier on 
every influential figure in town. 


This whispered word had the effect of 


blackmail, without Hoover having to re- 
sort to the ugly practice. There were few 
important personages in Washington who 
didn't wonder nervously how much the 
FBI chief knew about them. 


We spoke to former aides, for example, 


of every President since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. Without exception, even the 
President themselves were convinced that 
Hoover had files on them. 


The reaction of the late John F. Ken- 


nedy was typical. He was reviewing some 
FBI reports in the Oval office one day. 
Suddenly, he looked up from his reading 
and remarked to an assistant: "I'd sure 
like to see the file the FBI has on me." 


Hoover also used gossip from his files to 


entertain a few key figures, whose support 
he sought to cultivate. In his private 
conversations with them, he might drop 
some intimate details about their con- 
temporaries. Or if those he courted 
showed an interest, he might furnish 
them with actual samplings from the 
files. 


President Truman made it clear, with 


appropriate profanity, that he had no 
interest in the FBI's turgid prose, his 
former aides recall. President Eisen- 
hower, on the other hand, got an occa- 
sional chuckle from his FBI reading, a 
former associate admits. 


President Kennedy's ex-aides insist 


that he didn't care to read about the sex 
lives and drinking habits of the high and 
mighty. But Washington Post editor Ben- 
jamin C. Bradlee, a close personal friend 
of the late President, has quoted Kennedy 
as telling him: "Boy, the dirt (Hoover) 
has on those Senators. You wouldn't 
believe it." 


According to Bradlee, Hoover once 


brought Kennedy a picture of a prostitute 
who was cavorting on Capitol Hill. This 
was hardly a matter of great national 
gravity. 


President Johnson was an avid reader 


of Hoover's titillating tidbits, which were 


memos for his bedtime reading. Johnson 
had a fine appreciation, his erstwhile 
aides agree, for a story abut some big 
muckamuck's extracurricular love life. 


Sources close to President Nixon tell us 


that he sometimes asked Hoover for de- 
rogatory details about his enemies. On at 
least one occasion, he personally phoned 
Hoover and solicited dirt about us from 
FBI files. 


The tapes of Nixon's private White 


House conversations also indicate he ap- 
preciated Hoover's potential for black- 
mail. "He's got files on everybody, damn 
it," Nixon once remaked admiringly. This 
was followed on the tape by an ap- 
preciative laugh from aide John Dean. 


The truth is now out. Hoover's agents 


followed the affairs, sexual and political, 
of the nation's leaders. The FBI also spied 
on other famous personalities who had 
committed no crimes. This was an abuse 
of power that should be outlawed by 
Congress.

studies don't reflect the "taxes" they pay 
to foreign governments, for which they 
receive credit from the U.S. Treasury. 
But virtually every tax expert agrees that 
these foreign payments aren't really taxes 
but royalties paid for the right to pump 
oil.

There's Some Painful Belt-Tightening in Bay State

Dukakis has devoted about 99 
per cent of his first year as 
governor of Massachusetts to 
one task: staving off 
bankruptcy for the state. On 
that issue, but perhaps only on 
that one, the voters of Massa- 
chusetts might affirm his year 
a success. 


But achieving that "suc- 


cess" (the budget is now bal- 
anced, the state has not gone 
bankrupt) has been costly for 
Dukakis. It has led him to 
adopt a series of desperate and 
unpopular 
fiscal 
measures. 


Automatic 
cost-of-living 


salary increases were halted 
for the state's 68,000 employ- 
ees. Some 18,000 people were 
eliminated from the relief rolls 
by removing eligibility for 
those who were single and em- 
ployable. 


A new state tax has also 


been started despite Dukakis's 
campaign 
pledge that he 


would not increase taxes. 


Dukakis's administrative 


policies have cut his own staff 
in half, pared away large parts 
of the social services, and all 
but ended the widespread pa- 
tronage practices that have 
come to be accepted as prere- 
quisites for many legislators 
and executives within the 
state government. 


The not surprising result is 


that Governor Dukakis has be- 
come a highly unpopular polit- 
ical figure, particularly within 


his own Democratic party. The 
Democrats hi the state legisla- 
ture (they control it) are 
furious with Dukakis for his 
stand on patronage, rightly 
seeing this as curb on their 
political power, both in their 
dealings with executive of- 
ficials and with their sup- 
porters in the wards and com- 
munities. Without jobs to 
barter, their political author- 
ity is somewhat diminished. 


Dukakis has been firm and 


undeviating about patronage 
in part from ethical principle 
in part from a belief that the 
patronage system makes for 
inefficient management. No 
one doubts his integrity or his 
theories of management. But 
party workers as well as party 
leaders have complained of his 
rigidity and his lack of politi- 
cal sensitivity. "If he would 
bend in just a few cases," 
complained 
one 
Democrat, 


"he could have the necessary 
leaders on his side." Instead, 
the governor has alienated or 
angered many of the old-line 
Democrats whose place within 
the party owe something to the 
patronage system. 


Liberals in the party, by 


contrast, are inclined to sup- 
port the governor's attack on 
patronage, but they are bitter 
about his cutbacks in welfare 
and other social programs. 
Medical benefits have been 
pared down. Requests by state 
agencies for the 1976 fiscal 
budget amounted to $4 billion, 


but Dukakis uul the total by 
nearly $1 billion. He has now 
recommended that tuition fees 
at the state university be in- 
creased. 


Faced with such actions, the 


liberal Democrats talk of be- 
trayal. On the broad national 
issues. Dukakis appeared as a 
candidate of liberal, reformist 
views. His positions on Viet- 
nam amnesty, abortion laws, 
women's rights and civil rights 
—the rallying issues for liberal 
Democrats for years past—ap- 
peared to place him decidedly 
left of the political center. The 
liberals inferred that he also 
believed in the duty of govern- 
ment to provide citizens with 
help and services and op- 
portunities for a better life.

Instead they have discovered

Domino Theory Strikes Again

Criticism of the CIA 


payments has taken three 
forms.

Complaints about the funds 


being distributed covertly can 
be easily quelled. It's simply a 
matter of revising the new fed- 
eral campaign financing law. 


Under the amendment, the 


income tax form would have a 
box that the taxpayer could 
check, designating $1 of his 
taxes for the support of an- 
tiCommunist parties in Italy. 


But those who are against 


such aid no matter how it is 
handled cannot be so easily 
pacified. 


As in the opposition to send- 


ing U.S. aid to pro-western 
forces in Angola, the specter of 
Vietnam looms large in their 
thinking. 


"If you think getting in- 


volved in a war in Southeast 
Asia was like stepping in 
quicksand, 
try getting in- 


volved in Italian politics," one 
anti-aid militant told me. 


I replied that as long as the 


Soviet Union was slipping 
money to Communist politi- 
cians in Italy, the United 
States had a good argument 
for helping the other side 


"If it were only a question of 


financial assistance, I might 
agree," the aid critic said. 
"The danger is that having 
made that commitment, we 
will be dragged ever deeper 
into their political battles. 


"If the funds aren't used 


effectively, the next step will 
be to send them bumper 
stickers, lapel buttons and 
other political paraphernalia." 


I said I could see that equip- 


ping Italian politicians with 
American campaign material 
might be a questionable move. 


"Yes, and that wouldn't be 


the end of it," the aid critic 
continued.

Some of the Massachusetts 


Democrats reproach Dukakis 
with a misconception of what 
a state government in such a 
situation ought to be doing. 
They would say it ought to be 
raising more money from the 
federal government and, in the 
form of taxes, from business to 
pay for the expanded services 
that it needs. 


Instead, he has chosen to 


pull in his horns and balance 
his budget in fact as well as on 
paper; for this he has been 
labelled the best Republican 
governor the Democrats ever 
had. 


The same label has been 


attached to Governor Jerry 
Brown of California and Gov- 
ernor Dan Walker of Illinois . 
The three men share a number 
of superficial characteristics.

(Dukakis is 41), they are Dem- 
ocrats, and the reached office

(UPI) - 


The federal agency that over- 
sees the nation's banks says 
New York's Chase Manhattan 
Bank and First National City 
Bank have had loan losses but 
"continue to be among the 
soundest banking institutions 
in the world." 


The Washington Post re- 


ported Sunday the two banks 
had been described as "prob- 
lem banks" by the govern- 
ment. 


James E. Smith, who as 


comptroller of the currency is 
responsible for monitoring the 
nation's banking, said in a 
statment responding to the 
Post story: "1 emphatically 
and unequivocally reject any 
such characterization." 


Smith 
acknowledged . the 


Post may have obtained some 
bank examiner reports, ap- 
parently 
from unauthorized 


sources. 


Accord ing to the Post, the 


' problem list usually includes 


about 200 of the nation's 
14,500 banks and is designed 
to attract special supervisory 
attention. The Post said 
Citibank and Chase 
Man- 


hattan were listed because of 
"inadequate" capital and "as- 
sets of questionable value," 
although the examiners found 
neither bank to be in im- 
mediate financial danger. 


"Despite the acknowledged 


loan losses of Citibank and 
Chase 
(which already were 


matters of public record), 
these two banks continue to be 
among the soundest banking 
institutions in the 
world," 


Smith said. 


In a statement. First Na- 


tional City Bank termed the 
Post 
story "misleading, ir- 


responsible and at variance 
with the facts." 


David Rockefeller, chairman 


of the Chase Manhattan Bank, 
said in a statement. "There's 
absolutely no question that the 
Chase Manhattan Bank is 
sound, vital and profitable. 
Any inference to the contrary 
is totally irresponsible ... It is 
unfortunate that the Washing- 
ton Post based its story on 
information taken out of con- , 
text that is more than IS 
months old."

groups in th> e United States as 
representin g "the 
political 


philosophy o f the so-called, in 
the late 1960 s, the new left — 
the Weathen nen and others of 
that stripe."

TV's "Issues and Answers," 
Kelley said 
there was no 


evidence as to who planted the 
bomb in an air port locker. The 
blast also injui ed some 75 oth- 
er persons at the New York 
airport. 


"There is no indication to 


show that it was a terroristic 
activity ... In ot her words, we 
have not come to any de- 
termination," he said. 


"However, the prepon- 


derance of feeling among the 
law enforcement people is that 
it is terroristic by virtu e of the 
fact of the circunv.stances and 
the apparent lack of motive." 


Kelley said he welcomed

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Flyers Upheld NHVs Prestige 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The Soviets found the Philadelphia Flyers home 


ice colder than their hometown of Moscow Sunday as they met the Stanley Cup 
champions in a game which almost didn't get through the first period. 


At stake was the reputation of the National Hockey League, pitted against 


that of Russia, where the Soviet Union is turning out some of the most talented 
players in the world. 


The aggressiveness of the Flyers appeared not only iri the final score - 4- 


1 — but it also was reflected in who carried the game fight to whom, with Flyer 
goalie Wayne Stephenson tested only 13 times while Vladislav Tretiak, the 
Soviet's brilliant young rookie, was challenged 49 times. 


Philadelphia's checking of highly touted Valeri Kharlamov was the reason for 


the game's near early end: the Russian was streaking down the right wing, puck 
in tow, when Flyers' defenseman Ed Van Impe sent him head-down into the 
ice. 


Kharlamov lay prone holding his head, and his teammates demanded that 


referee Lloyd Gilmour send Van Impe off for tripping. 


Gilmour called no penalty and Soviet coach Konstantin Loktev ordered his 


team to the lockerroom, leaving a stunned crowd of 17,077. 


Clarence Campbell, president of the NHL, called a huddle with a top official 


of the Soviet delegation. 


"1 told him this is no way to terminate a series," Campbell said later. "He 


agreed and they decided to come back. They left under the pretext that 
Kharlamov was hurt but that was far from it. "It is never justified for any team 
to leave the ice." 


The Soviets returned to the ice, but only after Campbell reportedly warned 


them they would forfeit the $14,000 per game stipend they were to receive for 
the exhibition. 


The embattled Tretiak also lost a one-on-one partial breakaway to Rick 


MacLeish at 17:37 of the first period. With Boris Aleksandrov off for elbowing 
in the second period, Joe Watson put the puck over a fallen Tretiak at 2:44 
for the Flyers' third goal. 


Rookie Larry Goodenough scored the Flyers' final goal at 4:01 of the final 


period. 


The Soviet's lone goal came at 10:48 of the second period when Victor 


Kutyergin's slap shot from the right point went over Stephenson's arm. 


"Obviously, the Russians are a great hockey team," Flyers' captain Bobby 


Clarke said in the lockerroom. "However, they don't go for body checks and 
board checks." 


Loktev allowed as how "we would never be playing such animals" in Russia, 


but he said "professional hockey has a very good champion."

NCAA Title 


Game in 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - John A. 


Fuzak, president of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation, says academic con- 
siderations will likely force the 
rejection of a proposal for a 
national football cham- 
pionship. 


The championship playoff 


plan is among a record 303 
items of business to be con- 
sidered this week by delegates 
to the NCAA's annual conven- 
tion. 


Fuzak said presidents of 


many major schools oppose the 
playoff idea. 


"Coaches and athletic direc- 


tors may get a lot of publicity 
about how they feel about a 
playoff, but it's the college and 
university presidents who 
make the decision on how the 
vote will be on the matter," he 
said. 


Fuzak also predicted dele- 


gates will approve a plan to 
split in two the association's 
Division I for football and will 
make changes in rules regu- 
lating the sizes of traveling 
and home squads. He said he 
expects a proposal to base ath- 
letic scholarships on financial 
need will be sent back for 
further study. 


In a meeting with reporters 


Sunday, the NCAA president 
emphasized his predictions are 
"mere guesses of the mood of 
the convention. 


"Making such predictions 


puts me in a difficult position. 
I am not an advocate one way 
or another on any of these 
different positions." 


Nonetheless, Fuzak appears 


to be opposed to a national 
playoff, which is being pro- 
posed in various forms. The 
most likely measure to be con- 
sidered calls for a four-team 
playoff, with a committee rep- 
resenting the eight NCAA dis- 
tricts selecting the partici- 
•pants after the final post- 
season bowl game. 


"The playoff is an attractive 


way to resolve economic prob- 
lems, but it also has an impact 
on academic programs," 
Fuzak said. 


"Extension of the season is a 


further burden on players, 
both academically and physi- 
cally. It could lead to disrup- 
tion of school schedules. Right 
now there is peace with the 
bowl games because they take 
place during the Christmas 
holidays and there is no dis- 


ruption of schedules." 


Delegates must consider 79 


proposals tabled, postponed or 
not considered at a special 
convention last August in Chi- 
cago before acting on the 224 
amendments submitted for 
the regular convention. 


The continuation of the spe- 


cial convention opens Wednes- 
day afternoon. The 70th an- 
nual convention is scheduled 
to begin Thursday afternoon 
and run through Saturday 


The NCAA Council began 


meetings Sunday in prepara- 
tion for the convention and at 
least eight major college sports 
organizations are holding over- 
lapping meetings in conjunc- 
tion with the convention. 


The so-called NCAA super 


conference, or Division I-A, 
has been proposed to re- 
organize the assocition into 
more compatible divisions for 
football. It probably would in- 
clude about 80 of the top foot- 
ball colleges. 


"I think the vote on this is 


going to be very close, but my 
own guess is that it will pass," 
Fuzak said. 


Of the dozens of proposals to 


change the sizes of travel and 
home squads, one would re- 
scind all restrictions. Fuzak 
said it was unlikely the limits 
would be lifted entirely. 


"I'm confident there will be 


some modifications, but the 
extent I don't know," he said. 


Fuzak, of Michigan State 


University, turned advocate 
on a proposal to require a 
school to pursue internal ap- 
peal and review procedures 
before bringing suit against 
the NCAA. It would make an 
institution liable for the 
NCAA's legal expenses should 
a 
c o u r t 
u p h o l d 
the 


association's position in a suit. 


"Too many people are going 


to court first and thinking lat- 
er," he said. "The financial 
burden on the NCAA, as e 
result, has been very great" 


Fuzak noted that many of 


the 303 proposals before the 
convention are "amendments 
to amendments" which can be 
disposed of quickly, or become 
moot when other proposals are 
adopted. However, he said he 
favors better coordination 
among NCAA members to cut 
down on the numerous items 
proposed for the convention's 
limited schedule. 


'They're Animals' 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI} - They're 


"animals" according to Soviet Central Red 
Army hockey coach Konstantin Loktev. 


But Philadelphia Flyers' coach Fred Shero, a 


disciple of the Russian method of training, 
maintains his team's rugged style of play is just 
the way of life in the National Hockey League. 


After Loktev's team, the best in Russia, was 


handily defeated 4-1 Sunday, the coach said 
"we would never be playing such animals" in 
the Soviet Union. 


"They did a lot of fighting on the ice, but they 


also did a lot of thinking on the ice," Loktev 
said through an interpreter. 


"They seem to destroy a man and not play 


the puck, and to damage the player of another 
team," the coach complained. 


He said the Flyers frequently go "hunting" 


with their sticks. 


Dave Schultz, the Flyers' bad guy who has 


more penalty minutes for fighting than anyone 
else in the NHL, countered that one of the 
Soviets' speared winger Don Saleski so hard he 
broke his stick. 


"We played disciplined hockey, especially 


when we were in their zone," said Philadelphia 
coach Fred Shero. "A lack of body checking 
hurt them. You can't get too close to them." 


Scotty Morrison, the head of the NFL refer- 


ees, said the game pointed out the difference in 
hockey styles between the two countries. 


"They were guaranteed there wouldn't be any 


rough stuff but they were told to expect body 
checks and board checks," Morrison said. 


"In principle we are against such roughness," 


Loktev said. 


LANDOVER, Md. (UPI) — In view of inci- 


dents at Philadephia and New York, officials 
have ordered tight security for tonight's exhibi- 
tion match between the two Soviet clubs that 
have been touring the National Hockey League 


Barry Silverman, the Capital Centre's direc- 


tor of operations, said Sunday that plainclothes 
security personnel as well as a regular compli- 
ment of uniformed officers would be scattered 
throughout the arena for the Wings of the 
SovietCentral Army Club game. 


"We originally did everything as though it 


were going to be a normal NHL game. But 
because of what happened in New York and 
Philadephia, we decided to beef up security 
some more," he said. 


The start of the Central Army's 4-1 loss to the 


Philadephia Flyers at the Spectrum Sunday 
afternoon was delayed 16 minutes while anti- 
Soviet signs were removed from the arena. 


Saturday night, the Wings' 2-1 victory over 


the New York Islanders at Nassau Coliseum 
was interrupted twice when spectators —ap- 
parently protesting Soviet policies—tossed 
plastic bags of liquid red dye and marbles on 


the ice. 


"If it's happened in other cities, it's usually 


been our experience that it will happen here 
too," said Silverman. 


In mid-November, a spectator at the Univer- 


sity of Maryland's Cole Field House in College 
Park tossed a cup of an oily substance on the 
floor during an exhibition game between Mary- 
land and the Soviet national team. 


The Jewish Defense League, in telephone 


calls to various news agencies, claimed respon- 
sibility for the incident. 


A spokesman for the NHL Washington Capi- 


tals said a crowd of up to 10,000 is expected for 
tonight's game. Four thousand free tickets were 
distributed to Caps' season ticket holders. 


The Central Army Club, the Soviet Union's 


No. 1 team, finished 2-1-1 against NHL clubs, 
beating the New York Rangers and Boston 
Bruins and tying the Montreal Canadiens 
before losing at Philadephia. 


The Wings, the country's second ranked club, 


beat the Pittsburgh Penguins, the Chicago 
Black Hawks, and the Islanders They lost to 
the Buffalo Sabres. 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - It could have been 


an international incident, but 
fortunately 


cooler heads prevailed during Sunday's bizarre 
incident in which Soviet Central Red Army 
coach Konstantin Loktev pulled his team off 
the ice. 


With 11 minutes gone in the first period, the 


Philadelphia Flyers Bill Barber stepped into 
the Soviet's premier left winger, Valeri Khar- 
lamov, inside the Russian blue line. 


Kharlamov was steaking down the right side 


with the puck a few seconds later when de- 
fenseman Ed Van Impe set him head-first to the 
ice. 


Kharlamov, a legend in his native country, 


appeared to be seriously injured and his team- 
mates demanded referee Lloyd Gilmour send 
Van Impe off for tripping. 


When the Soviet winger had made it to his 


feet Loktev had already pulled his goalie and 
the team was headed for the dressing room. 


It appeared the long-awaited confrontation 


for the title of the best hockey team in the world 
was over. 


NHL President Clarence S. Campbell con- 


ducted some hurried diplomacy in the corridors 
of the Spectrum. 


"I talked to the head of their delegation and 


said this was no way to terminate a series,1' 
Campbell said after the Flyers had won the 
game, 4-1. "He agreed and they decided to 
come back. 


"They left under the pretext that Kharlamov 


was hurt but that was far from it. It is never 
justified for any team to leave the ice." 


Flyers' captain Bobby Clarke, who put Khar- 


iamov out of the Team Canada-Soviet series in 
1972 with a stick on the ankle, said Van Impe's 
check was "a clean one, one of the best he's ever 
made." 


"I thought they were trying to psyche us up 


by going off the ice," said Flyers policeman 
Dave Schultz. "I think some of those guys 
wanted to quit — they wanted to stay in the 
dressing room "

TUCSON, Ariz (UPI) - Johnny Miller IB

that," said Miller, 28, Sunday after winning the 
$200,000 Tucson Open for the third straight 
year "But I'm not sure I'm playing any better 
now than I did a few years ago. 


"Success, they say, breeds confidence, and 


maybe that's what I have now — more con- 
fidence that I can score well and win I don't 
think I'm a better golfer than a lot of guys out 
there who aren't winning The difference IB in 
confidence. I've probably got more than most, 
so that's why I'm winning " 


The Tucson Open helped launch the 44- 


event, $9 million PGA Tour and Miller got it 
off winging with a come-from-behind victor. — 
for a change. Usually, he goes out in front the 
first or second day and stays there Sunday he 
had to struggle a bit, taking the lead on the 
third hole with a 10-foot uphill putt, and there 
was no catching him 


Millerwon the 1974 Tucson with a 16 under 


par score, and last >ear he won with a record 
25 under par Sunday's victor) was by a more 
modest three shots with a closing 68 giving him 
a 72-hole score of 14 under par 274 


That was three shots better than local favor- 


ite Howard Twitty and four shots ahead of Tom 
Weiskopf, who had bogev piv>lems (five in all) 
British Open champ Tom Watson and former 
PGA king Dave Stockton finished in a group 
tied for fourth, five behind Miller. 


The victory put Miller in a group of seven, 


including Jack Nicklaus and Arnold Palmer, 
who have won the same event three straight 
years. Walter Hagen won the PGA cham- 
pionship four times in the 1920s for the record 


"That's a record worth chasing." Miller said 


of Hagen's mark. "I'll have to go all out here 
next year to see if I can tie him " 


The Tucson victory- was worth $40,000 and 


boosted Miller's career earnings for a little more 
than six years to $987,152 That left him only 
$12,841 short of becoming the ninth and 
youngest player in the game to win SI million. 


"That's one of ray goals," Miller said "I'd 


like to be the youngest to win SI million, 
although a record like that 11 relative Jack 
(Nicklaus) didn't win his first $1 million until 
he was 30 but the pots were a little smaller when 
he started out." 


Miller uses Nicklaus as a yardstick every 


chance he gets 


"Jack's won more major titles than I have, 


but he's seven years older than me," Miller, 
who now has won 16 tournaments to Nicklaus' 
58, said. "He's the beet, no question about that 
I don't think it's fair to compare me with him 
It's fairer to compare me with other players m> 
age When I get to be Jack's age, I hope I'm able 
to play as well aa he does " 


Last year Miller took the lead in the opening 


round of the Tucson Open with a string of five 
birdies on the back nine, and he never trailed, 
eventually shooting a record 61 in the final 
round to beat John Mahaffev b> nine shots 


This year Miller didn't take the lead until the 


57th hole Weiskopf, Twittv, Stockton and 
Watson all made a run at him at various stages 
but none caught him 


"That's the wav I pla>," Miller said "I feel 


that if I can get in front in the final round I'm 
going to win Sunday IB payday out here and 
it's a lot different than any other dav That's 
when I usually play mv best " 


Miller's best here in the final round included 


three birdies going out for a 33 and three more 
coming home for a 35 He bogied the 12th when 
he three-putted from 20 feet, and the 18th 
when he put his second shot in a bunker But 
b> then, he was four shots in front and no one 
had a chance to catch him 


Twitty, a 1972 graduate ot Arizona State, 


proved a real surprise while winning $22,800 for 
his second place finish Twitt>, who joined the 
Tour last >ear, had a closing 68 for 277, while 
Weiskopf, who went into the final round that 
leader by a shot over Miller and Watson, 
finished with a 72 for 278 and won 3U.200 Last 
jear Weiskopf WOT onlv two tournaments but 
took money home in 18 of the 23 events m which 
he participated That put him thud on the 
money list behind Nicklaus and Miller

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. (UPI) — Terry Kubicka, who 


vaulted to the national men's single free skating crown with

Figure Skating Championship March 2 -6 at Goldenburg, 
Sweden. Third went to Scott Crammer, 17 of the host 
Broadmoor Skating Club. 


Colleen O'Connor and Jim Millns, also representing Broad- 


moor, led the gold dance competition throughout and turned 
in a fine program Saturday which won them a perfect 6.0 score 
from one of the judges, the only such mark awarded in the meet. 
The first place perfomance earned them the top spot on the 
dance team which will go to the Olympics where gold dance 
will be an official event for the first time and to the World meet. 


Other members of the Olympic and World dance team will 


be Judi Genovesi and Kent Weigle of Connecticut, who won 
the silver medal with a perfectly timed program and Susan 
Kelly and Andrew Stroukoff of the skating club of Beaton.

STORES, Conn. (UPI) — "There's too much of 'I can't do 


it,'" says Warren Doyle, who has hiked the 2,034-mile Ap- 
palachian Trail twice and says it's a path to selfdiscovery. 


Doyle, 25, an advocate of the growing sport of backpacking, 


has set two records on the continuous footpath. Now he is 
writing his University of Connecticut doctoral thesis about it. 


In 1973, Doyle hiked the trail alone in 66'/2 days, and set a 


record for speed. 


Last summer, he led 18 students from Georgia's Springer 


Mountain to Maine's Mt. Katahdin. Before that, the largest 
known group to make the entie trip was two persons. 


The student from Shelton calls the hike "a stress ex- 


perience," but he is not referring to the twisted ankles, sore 
muscles, exposure to inclement weather, or the diet of freeze- 
dried food and protein pills. 


He is talking about selfconfrontation and self-discovery. 
"There's a theory that most people have high self concepts 


that crumble in situations of crisis or adversity. Many of us 
never have a chance to find out who we really are," he said. 


Doyle thinks being alone with nature forces a person to find 


out. 


"In 1973 I was alone for 66 days. I lost my physical fat and 


my emotional fat as well. I saw myself as I really was," he said. 


"I was lonely but it's good for people to have a period all to 


themselves. That's when the insight comes," he said. 


Doyle said for every eight people who start the trail, only one 


person finishes it, and he doesn't think it's because of blisters 
or running out of. money. 


"A lot of people quit the trail because they can't live with 


themselves. We're not accustomed to living with ourselves," he 
said. "I think in everyday life you perform for other people, you 
put on different faces for different people, and you behave in 
certain ways to gain acceptance." 


"In nature there are no airs to put on, no one to impress, no 


one to fight, and no one to support except yourself." 


Long-distance hiking, like other sports, requires stamina, 


self-discipline, quick decisionmaking and physical endurance. 
But there are no tangible rewards such as money or trophies. 


"It takes a lot of character strength, adaptability, tolerance, 


patience and unselfishness. The trail wil bring out those 
qualities in you or you'll find certain weaknesses in yourself," 
Doyle said. 


"A lot of times I come back from nature and see many more 


things in society that are trivial. Before, I had certain 
convictions, certain standards and moral values, but they were 
never so strong or confirmed until after my first experience in 
nature. It's given me a clear perspective." 


"My mission is to provide opportunities for people to 


experience the same thing. We're all capable of so many things. 
Everybody wants to grow, but sometimes they just need a push. 
I want to inspire people to give them that push."

The charge was made by 


Richard A. Skala, a school 
board member, who was 
censured Thursday night for 
'"conduct unbecoming a school 
board member." 


In Feb. 1975, Salzmann 


made the trip with William 
Turcotte, business manager 
and board members Ward 
Todd, Joseph Feraca, Doris 
Mulvin and Evelyn Corsones. 


Skala told the Freeman he 


believes the school system 
would have been just as well 
served had only two represent- 
atives attended the conven- 
tion, one member of adminis- 
tration and one school board 
member. 


It was Mrs. Corsones who 


called for the vote of censure 
against Skala when he accused 
S a l z m a n n 
of m a k i n g 


statements at a Dec. 11 public 
meeting that were his own 


personal views and not repre- 
sentative of the overall feelings 
of the board. 


The We've Had It Taxpayers 


Association has joined with 
Skala in 
denouncing 


Salzmann for taking an ex- 
pensive trip. "No wonder Mrs. 
Corsones and Mrs. Mulvin 
have rushed to protect 
Salzmann, WHITA said.
